111 three of the other principal allied 
and associated powers have agreed to 
the senate's reservations. 
This, too, 


was opposed by the administration sen- 
ator.^ 


The four reservations" approved re- 


lated to Article 10. the Monroe Doc- 
trine withdrawal and domestic ques- 
tions. On most of the roll calls the d^ 
vision was 11 to 6. all of the repobB-

replied that he fought with the Boers 
for republicanism and with the Brit- 
ish because, in the last -war, England 
professedly was fighting for the free- 
dom of small nations.

"And that the opinion of the 
majority of Americans was the same 
as mine was shown by the entry of 
the United States into the war." Here 
he was roundly hissed by a few.

Lynch said he would answer any ques- 
tions at the end. The American spirit 
of fair play, he said, was proverbla 
and he had never ducked a question in 
his life.

replied that he had suffered for Irish 
nationalism as much as any man; tha 
he never profited from the Irish cause

Host Paris hotels have no coal and 
•hlverlng tourists are wishing them- 
•elves back liome. Travelers Just ar- 
rived from Berlin and Vienna say that 
prices there are much higher and heat 
is lacking.

hotels would have an abundance of 
rooms for all comers after the depar- 
ture of

workers, the city seems, just as bad- 
ly crowded as at this time last year, 
and tourists are walking the streets, 
eeeklngjaccommodatlons.

THE JAPANESE SIDE '. 


Some new light is thrown upon 


the Shantung controversy by 
the 


fact that one 01 tlie political 
par- 


tics in Japan charges certain high 
officials 
with misrepresenting 
the 


real claims of Japan in intimating 
that there may be a. possibility of 
cF-tublisliing an inleriuitiomil settle- 
ment at Chiiio-Chan instead of an 
exclusive Japanese settlement, 
as 


authorized by treaties with China. 


It is likely that, Japun is going 


to have public agitation over fiiis 
question quite as heated as we have 
had i:i IhU country. 
There is litlie 


doubt lhat there is in Japan /, 
jingo party which is endeavoring to 
c.-iiise trouble even at the risk of 
precipitating n ruplure between the 
government and the allied powers 
now represented in the peace con- 
ference. 


The proposed Shantung reserva- 


tion demanded by certain American 
senators ns a condition precedent 
fo ratification of the peace treaty, 
has stirred up certain elements in 
Japan «o that in the near future, 
we are likely fo henr more of the 
real policy favored by the Japanese 
in the matter of expansion in oilier 
countries. 


It cannot be doubted llinl Japan 


s endeavoring fo secure control of 
China and Hint sho is -also secb- 
ng an outlet for her teeming popu- 
ation in Siberia, tho United Slatco, 
Mexico and South America. 


It seems that there ,is consider- 


iblc good sense behind the proposi- 
tion made by Senator Pholan of 
California, who advocated the rati- 
fication o£ the peace treaty with 
reservations if necessary, in 
order 


that Japan may be kept where she 
belongs without the 
necessity of 


an open rupture between her and. 
the United States. 
The -western 


senator favors a policy o£ exclu- 
sion that will put a stop to Jap- 
anese immigration Io this country. 
It is remembered that this question 
of immigration is held to be one 
with which this 
nation 
will not 


allow any outside interference. 
It 


is fo remain Ihe prerogative of this

imagination to realize that it is republic to decide what class of
